In due time, the property was 
ready for young trees. Now these 
trees are just starting to produce 
lemons. It is recognized as a 
choice citrus property. From time 
to time eager buyers have sought 
to dicker for the property. From 
time to time the advisability of 
the city owning citrus property 
has been discussed at city council 
meetings. 

At the city council meeting last 
night, the question came to a cli- 
max. Without any particular dis- 
cussion on the question—but after 
months of thought—-it was propos- 
ed that the property be sold. The 
council reserved the right, how- 
ever, to reject “any and all bids.” 

If sold at current prices, the 
deal is likely to give the city a 
fairly good profit. The property 
was purchused several years ago 
as site for water wells. No sut- 
able water bearing land was dis- 
covered there. The property had 
been laying idle until the oppor- 
tunity came to get it cleared of 
rock, ‘
